A Horrible Murder. 


DES MOISES, February 4.—The his- 
iry of the Jellerson mnrder is as fol- 
ws:" About 2 o'clock on the morn- 
g of April 26th, 1884, occurred one of 
he most brutal outrages known in the 
story of western Iowa, at a point 
iree miles southeast of Andoban. 
ennan Jellerson, an old man, was 
ie victim. He had raised a family of 
ne bov and five girls. About three 
ears prior to the crime, John Smythe, 
rom Green county, married one of the 
rls. 
He was a rough, drinking 


laractor, and soon mode trouble and 
rraycd the mother and 
children 


rainst tho father. He accused the 
d man with incest with one of the 
rls and threats were made by Smytho 
nd others against Jollonon. 
Smythe moved to Carroll county, 
nd induced Ciscero, the son, and the 
irl, Lucy, to go with him. Jellerson 
as a cripple, not strong mentally, but 
rietly honest in all his dealings, and 
kind husband and father. Ciscero 
nd Smythe so harrassod him that at 
nies he was partially insane. On 
ie morning of the murder three horse- 
uon rode to the house whore Jellerson 
nd wife lived alone and boisterously 
ntered tho bedroom where tho victim 
ras sleeping. His wife, at the inquest, 
aid it was too dark to recognize who 
ley were.
